The Rush County Commission­ 
ers met this morning with the 
appearance of 11 rural citizens 
who presented a request con­ 
cerning the proposed landfill 
project. Present at the meeting 
were, Janet Mauzy, Florence 
Linville, Lucretia Gordon, Mary 
Lib White,. Mable Berkemeier, 
Howard Linville, Otto Walke, 
Alton Gordon, Lisle Johnson, 
Forrest Morton, Albert Rigsbee. 
A. Hartwell Coons. 
Janet Mauzy, spokesman for 
the group, read a statement be­ 
fore the commissioners repre­ 
senting the group's viewpoints 
on the proposed landfill project. 
Miss Mauzy stated “We, a group 
of interested voters and tax­ 
payers of Rush County, request 
that you, the Commissioners of 
Rush County,, implement the 
proposal of the Solid Waste Dis­ 
posal Committee. Of particular 
importance is the inclusion of 
the $80,000 in the 1972 budget. 
Unless budget provision is made 
there can be no progress for an­ 
other year.” Various members 
of the group spoke during the 
meeting and each expressed be­ 
lief that the landfill method is 
the only way the county can go. 
The group stated, that it was 
their belief that the city and the 
county should go together in the 
project. 
It was the general feeling of 
the commissioners that a mis­ 
understanding as to their pro­ 
spective positions on the land­ 
fill project had come about due 
to recent newspaper account». 
Commissioner Gail Abernathy 
stated that the newspaper had 
quoted him accurately, but that 
the people had erroneously got­ 
ten the impression he was 
against the landfill program, 
period. His opposition was, 
and still is, only if it would pol­ 
lute the water supply. Commis­ 
sioner Earl F. Priest stated, 
“We want to go with the city 
if at all possible.” Robert May 
also expressed a similar view, 
stating, “I definitely want to go 
with the city because I think it is 
cheapest.” Commissioner Aber­ 
nathy asked for a show of hands 
of those present to indicate sup­ 
port for the landfill project. 
Abernathy stated that the re­ 
quest would go in the budget 
today. 
It was brought out several 
times during the meeting that 
no site for the landfill had been 
selected, and that no site could 
be selected until funds were 
placed in the budget. 
The commissioners today ap­ 
proved a $100,000 funding for 
the 1972 budget for the landfill 
project.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— America’a Apollo 15 explor­ 
ers rocketed out of earth orbit 
today and streaked toward the 
moon on another search for lu­ 
nar secrets, They are to con­ 
duct man’s first driving ex­ 
pedition on the surface, a quest 
among towering mountains and 
along side a deep canyon. 
Col. David R. Scott, Lt. Col. 
James B. Irwin and Maj. Al­ 
fred M. Worden, all Air Force 
officers, broke away from the 
embrace of earth’s gravity at 
12:30 p.m. EDT as a jarring 
rocket blast shot them out of 
orbit and sent them winging to­ 
ward their distant target and 
one of history’s greatest scien­ 
tific explorations. 
For nearly three hours, the 
astronauts 
had 
circled 
the 
globe in the command ship En­ 
deavour, checking the craft’s 
hundreds of systems before 
committing themselves to the 
three-day 
outward 
voyage. 
Then they reignited the third 
stage of their Saturn 5 rocket 
and their speed accelerated 
from about 17.400 to about 24,- 
300' miles per hour. 
The Saturn 3 propelled them 
away from their home planet 
right on time at 9:34 a.m. as an 
estimated one million persons 
watched in the Cape Kennedy 
area. 
“Good job,” Scott told the 
launch crew. “It was a very 
smooth ride all the way.” 
All three stages of the Saturn 
5 fired precisely on schedule 
and propelled the spacemen 
riding in the command ship En­ 
deavour into earth orbit more 
than 100 miles high. 
For three days, Scott, Irwin, 
and Worden are to soar across 
the vast ocean of space and fire 
into lunar orbit Thursday. 


On Friday, Scott and Irwin 
plan to steer the lunar landing 
craft they call Falcon to a pre­ 
cision landing in a basin at the 
base of the Apennine Moun­ 
tains, tallest on the moon with 
peaks rising 15,000 feet high, 
They would be the fourth 
American two - man team, to' 
land on the moon in two years. 
Scott, 39, and Irwin, 41, have 
a sophisticated array of equip­ 
ment to help them probe the 
moon’s secrets. Included are a 
nuclear-powered science station 
and a drill to poké 10 feet be­ 
neath the surface. 
But the major new piece of 
gear is the four-wheel, battery- 
powered moon buggy they call 
Rover 1 and which has gained 
them the nickname “The Rover 
Boys.” They’ll be able to guide 
this Jeep-like runabout at up to 
10 miles an hour around and 
through craters and boulder 
fields. 
At $8 million it’s the most ex­ 
pensive car ever built. And it 
will be cast aside after the 
moonmen have driven it a total 
of 22 miles of three excursions. 
While Scott and Irwin prowl 
the surface for a record 67 
hours, Worden will be busy in 
lunar orbit. He’ll operate a 
package of cameras and in­ 
struments in the equipment bay 
which are designed to chem­

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) - 
Scattered 
firebombings 
and 
shots which police said were 
fired by snipers plagued this 
city Sunday night despite a call 
for a voluntary curfew by May­ 
or J.R. Allen. 
Racial disorders began in 
inid-June 
when 
500 
blacks 
marched to protest the firing of 
seven Negro policemen who 
picketed police headquarters to 
protest alleged discrimination 
against black residents and po­ 
lice by the department. 
Violence erupted again Satur­ 
day night as scores of police 
and state patrolmen clashed 
with some 200 demonstrators 
near police headquarters. 
Police moved in to' make ar­ 
reste after the demonstrators 
failed to heed police orders to 
disperse. Police said no permit 
for the demonstration had been 
issued. Fifteen persons were 
arrested and four black demon­ 
strators and a white newsman 
were injured. 
Authorities reported 10 fire­ 


bombings Saturday night and 
early Sunday. Several fires 
which police said were set 
blazed intermittently into the 
night Sunday and early today. 
Two policemen, a fireman 
and a store security guard 
were wounded by what Police 
Capt Milan Rand called sniper 
fire Saturday night and early 
Sunday. The guard was hospi­ 
talized. 
Rand said shots also were 
fired at police cars and fire 
trucks as they passed through 
black neighborhoods, at fire­ 
men fighting fires in several 
vacant houses and at policemen 
guarding the firefighters. Po­ 
lice returned the fire, Rand 
said. 
Police said patrol cars contin­ 
ued to be harassed by occasion­ 
al fire Sunday night, but no in­ 
juries were reported. 
About 75 state troopers—the 
second contingent to be sent 
into Columbus in five weeks to 
aid local officers—remained on 
alert.

Continued Jrom Page One 
try and does not return to earth 
w'ith the astronauts. 
Even after the moon drivers 
complete their surface explor­ 
ation, the trio will spend two 
extra days in lunar orbit to op­ 
erate the experiments. That to­ 
tals six days in lunar orbit and 
extends the flight to 12 days, a 
record for an Apollo moon trip. 
Just before 
heading 
home, 
they will eject a 78.5-pound sat­ 
ellite 
intended 
to 
orbit 
the 
moon a year or more, relaying 
information on gravity, 
mag­ 
netic and electical fields. 
Emphasizing 
the 
scientific 
nature of the voyage, the astro­ 
nauts 
named their command 
ship 
Endeavor, 
after 
British 
Capt. James Cook’s ship that 
sailed a scientific expedition to 
the South Pacific in 1768. The 
three Air Force officers named 
the lunar module Falcon, for 
the mascot of the Air Force 
Academy. 
Scott is a veteran of two pre­ 
vious space flights Gemini 8, in 
which he and Neil A. 
Arm­ 
strong had to make an emer­ 
gency landing after their space­ 
ship spun out of control, and 
the Apollo 9 earth orbit mis­ 
sion 
Irwin 
and 
Worden are 
making their first flight. 
Ninety minutes after landing 
Friday, Scott will open the top 
hatch of Falcon and poke his 
head out 
to photograph and 
evaluate the surrounding ter­ 
rain, primarily to gauge Rover 
driving conditions. 
Saturday morning, he and Ir­ 
win, will make their first of 
three descents to the surface. 
They’ll remove the moon buggy 
from a storage bay, load their 
tools and strike out for the 
Apennine front two miles away. 
En route they’ll stop at the 
edge of Hadley Rille, collect 
rock samples , and photograph 
the mile-wide gorge which re­ 
sembles the so-called battleship 
section of the Grand Canyon. 
Rilles are common on the 
moon, but their origin is puzzl­ 
ing. They have been attributed 
by 
various experts to water 
flow, the flow of hot gases due 
to volcan ism. lava flow and col­ 
lapsed lava tubes. 
At the base of the mountain 
they’ll search for original lunar 
crust.

Mae Ball, of the Rush- 
ville National Bank, has sent in a copy 
of an old sale bill that reveals life back 
in 1849. 
“Having sold my farm and leaving for 
the Oregon Territory by Ox team, I will 
offer on March 1, 1849, all my personal 
property to wit: all ox teams except two 
teams Burk and Ben and Tom and Jerry, 
two milk cows, one gray mare and colt, 
one pair of oxen and yoke, one baby yoke, 
two ox carts, one iron plough without 
moldboard, 800 feet of popular weather­ 
board, 1.000 3-foot clapboards, 1,500 10- 
foot fence rails, one 60-gallon soap kettle, 
85 sugar troughs made of white ash tim­ 
ber, 10 gallon of maple syrup, two spin­ 
ning wheels, 30 pounds of mutton tallow, 
one large loom made by Jerry Wilson, 
300 poles, 100 split hoops, 100 empty bar­ 
rels, one 32-gallon barrel of Johnson 
Miller whiskey, seven years old, one 40- 
gallon copper still of oak fanned leather, 
one dozen reel hooks, two handle hooks, 
three schythes, and cradles, one dozen 
wooden pitchforks, one half interest in 
tan yard, one 32 caliber rifle, bullet 
mold and powder horn, rifle made by 
Ben Miller, 50 gallon of soft soap, hams, 
bacon, and lard, 40 gallon of sorghum 
molasses; six head of foxhounds, all soft 
mouthed except one.” 
The sale took place in Kentucky, but 
the items certainly give a picture of life 
as it was lived not only in Kentucky, but 
Rush County, Indiana, during those 
years! 
Many weeks ago Marjorie Carmony, of 
Manilla, wrote, expressing thanks for the 
articles on the “plight” of the farmer, 
particularly regarding meat prices and 
the price of livestock. She writes, “Your 
stories on nature I always send on to a 
friend in Richmond. She enjoys them 
too.’' 
Gladys Fishell, R. R. 4, read the follow­ 
ing items directed to teens on how to get 
along with parents. It appeared in their 
church bulletin. Possibly their minister, 
Rev. Walters, had something to do with 
writing it. 
1. Don’t be afraid to speak their lan­ 
guage. Try using some strange sounding 
phrases like, “I’U help you with the dish­ 
es,” and “Yes.11

he feels quite comfortable in 
what he sees as the liberal en­ 
vironment of public television. 
Last May Buckley moved his 
“ Firing Line” show to the Pub­ 
lic Broadcasting Service, where 
he 
continues 
to' 
joust 
with 
ideological friends and foe. 
Buckley was interviewed in 
the offices of National Review 
on Thursday, the day after he 
admitted “top secret’’ papers on 
the Vietnam war he had pub­ 
lished 
in 
the 
magazine had 
been a hoax. The interview had 
been arranged several weeks 
prior to the publication. 
He said, “ I think public tele­ 
vision does have a left slant, 
but they’ve never made me feel 
in the least threatened. They’re 
litoral not because of manage­ 
ment 
but 
because 
verbalists 
tend to be." 
Asked If he thought the show 
allowed him to present the con­ 
servative 
side 
of issues, 
he 
said, “ People think if you share 
an hour with J. Kenneth Gal­ 
braith this is getting the con­ 
servative viewpoint across. I do 
have a few conservatives on, 
but 
mostly 
liberals who are 
quite professional in presenting 
their ideas. You do get the con­ 
servative viewpoint from me, 
but this is not a conservative 
ambush." 
Buckley’s reasons for accept­ 
ing the PBS offer of time were 
more pragmatic than ideologic­ 
al, 
“ Firing 
Line," on the air 
since 
April 
1966, 
had 
never 
reached more than 90 stations 
in syndication. And every sta­ 
tion put him. on at a different, 
time and day. On PBS the show 
goes to 203 stations in prime 
time, 9 p.m. EDT Wednesdays. 
In 
addition, 
network 
dis­ 
tribution gives him the option 
of going live with hastily sched­ 
uled guests to take advantage 
of breaking news events. 
Buckley said he did not think 
his credibility as a columnist, 
magazine editor or TV host had 
been jeopardized by the Nation­ 
al Review hoax. 
“ I think it would affect credi­ 
bility .if you. announced you had 
hidden papers," he said. “But 1 
don’t think it would affect your

any 
more 
than 
it 
affected 
Kissinger’s 
when he said he had, a stomach 
ache to cover up his visit to 
Peking." 
Buckley *aid he sees “ Firing 
Line" as both an intellectual 
and

A land fill only uses two acres 
per year for this county. Our 
present city dump,’ (plus many 
others throughout the county) 
covers 15 acres, averaging 20 
feet in depth. 
It alone would be seven times 
more dangerous to the water 
supply than a land fill. 
After thorough investigation, 
there is no peculiar geological 
formation in this county that 
could endanger future water 
supply. Other counties have sub- 
terranian 
water deposits 
but 
have no trouble with a land fill 
operation. In the 1940 s and 50’s 
we united to make Rush Mem­ 
orial Hospital possible. We need 
the same unity and cooperation 
to make this vital health and 
ecology project a reality.

Big Collection Of Pornography 
Kept In Library Of Congress 
By JERRY BROWN

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Across the street from the 
Capitol, unpublicized but avail­ 
able to the public, is one of the 
world’s largest collections of 
pornography. 
It’s housed in the Library of 
Congress. 
Two copies of most books 
published in the United States, 
including erotic literature, are 
sent to the library for copyright 
registration. 
All but a handful of what the 
library staff considers hard­ 
core pornography of "absolute­ 
ly no merit’’ goes onto the li­ 
brary’s shelves. It’s available 
to anyone over high school age. 
The Library of Congress 
doesn’t solicit or buy erotica, 
said Jean Metz, head of the se­ 
lection staff, but plenty of it 
pours in. 
While publishers seeking copy­ 
rights are the source of ‘most 
of it, books seized by customs 
officers or other federal agents 
also go to the library. 
"We must have gotten a thou­ 
sand copies of ‘Tropic of Can­ 
cer’," during the 1960s when it 
was banned in some areas, 
Mrs. Metz said. 
The courts have removed vir­ 
tually all legal barriers to dis­ 
tributing pornography for adult 
consumption. But even in the 
days when the legal battles 
were being fought, the library 
made its copies available to the 
public. 
"We had to do some soul 
searching," said Mrs. Metz. 
"We do get a few so-called ‘dir­ 
ty old men,’ who just want to 
read a dirty book.” 
Since everything produced by 
established publishing houses is 
kept on file, the library’s prob­ 


lem involves what Mrs. Metz 
calls “the borderline stuff." 
"There’s a whole factory put­ 
ting this stuff out," she said. 
"We don’t buy any of it, but if 
it's deposited for copyright we 
usually keep it." 
Some of that, she said, in­ 
cludes "hard core pornogra­ 
phy" plus a sampling of "even 
harder core” material, much of 
it seized on its way into the 
United States from such coun­ 
tries as Denmark or Mexico. 
At one time, most erotic 
books went into what was 
known as the Delta Collection, 
a hodge-podge of 'pornography, 
expensive art books and other 
volumes that might be "suscep­ 
tible to mutilation." 
The Delta Collection no long­ 
er exists, but many of the 
books that were in it now are in 
the Rare Books Collection, not 
because they are rare but to 
give the library more control 
over them. 
Anyone wanting to read a

However, some people who re­ 
tire at 62' later return to work.

My husband will be 66 
then. Will I get retirement bene­ 
fits based on my husband’s 
work record or my own? 
A. You may be eligible for

You can’t collect both benefits 
but, you’ll always receive the 
higher of the two amounts. 
Q. I own a small vending 
business, which I operate part 
time. Do I have to pay social 
security contributions on my 
earnings from the business? 
A. You are required to pay 
social security contributions if 
your net earnings from the busi­ 
ness are at least $400 for a tax­ 
able year. 
Q. I recently sent a post card 
form to check on my earnings 
under social security. When I 
received a. statement of my 
earnings, I found that there was 
an error for the year 1968. How 
do I go about getting it cor­ 
rected? 
A. You should gather up any 
information you may have 
about your 1969 wages (payroll 
slips, withholding statements, 
etc.) and call or visit any social 
security office. The people there 
will help you. straighten out your 
earnings record.

More than 3.000 Hoosier rail­ 
roaders were idled by the strike 
against the Norfolk and West­ 
ern, whih has extensive track­ 
age in Indiana and the South­ 
ern. which has 315 miles of line 
*in southern Indiana. 
The Baltimore & Ohio, Chesa­ 
peake & Ohio and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pa­ 
cific were among five railroads 
named Sunday in an Aug. 6 
strike deadline. 
The B & O has lines across 
northern, central and southern 
Indiana, serving the Calumet 
area, 
Indianapolis 
and 
Vin­ 
cennes. The C & O has lines in 
the northern and central parts 
of the state. It serves cities in­ 
cluding Hammond, Peru, Mar­ 
ion, Muncie and Richmond. 
The Milwaukee Road has a 
branch line across southern In­ 
diana serving Bedford and Sey­ 
mour. 
Another line serving Indiana, 
the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern, 
faced a strike deadline July 30. 
The line has more than 500 
miles of freight trackage serv­ 
ing the Calumet industrial area.

road 
negotiations 
faded 
out 
when a 12-hour session, ended 
today without agreement. 
“They were hopeful talks but 
the outlook doesn’t look favor­ 
able toward reaching an agree­ 
ment,”

spokesman said. 
Negotiations were to resume 
at 3 p.m. (E D T ) in an attem pt 
to end walkouts against four 
railroads and to avert threat­ 
ened strikes at 11 others in the 
next two weeks. 
A session began at the Labor 
Department Sunday afternoon. 
United Transportation Union 
President Charles Luna was on 
the union side of the table and 
the railroad industry was rep­ 
resented 
by 
J.P. 
Hiltz 
Jr., 
chairman of the National Rail­ 
way Conference. 
The chief issue in dispute is 
work rules changes the rail­ 
roads say are necessary to cut 
costs and the union says will 
lay off too many men and cut 
salaries. 
One railroad, the Chicago & 
North Western, has settled with 
the union for a 42-month con­ 
tract that includes a 42 per cent 
wage hike above the current 
$3.50 average hourly pay. 
The 
strike 
began 
July 
16 
against the Southern Railway 
and 
the 
Union 
Pacific, 
and 
when Friday’s all-night session 
failed to produce an agreement 
the union extended the strikes 
to the 'Southern Pacific and the 
Norfolk & Western, hoping to 
put more pressure on the in­ 
dustry. 


Luna said Saturday six other 
railroads have been targeted 
for walkouts Friday. They are: 
Alton & Southern; Atchison, To­ 
peka & Santa Fe; the Houston 
Belt & Terminal; the Duluth, 
Mesabi & Iron Range; the Jo­ 
liet & Eastern, and the Besse­ 
mer & Lake Erie.

had made from prison m ate­ 
rials.
